He added that he stood forth- 
right on his campaign platform 
calling for a true civil service sys- 
tem and the election of Aldermen 
by wards.

Story of Attack. 

The passengers identified the 
raider as the Tamieses and told 
this story of the attack: 

At about 6 a. m. on April 17, the 
raider bore down on the Zamzam 
and opened fire, hitting it eight or 
nine times. That was in latitude 
27.41 south, longitude 88 west. 

After the shelling, all’ passengers 
and the crew—more than 300 in 
all—were taken aboard the raider 
along with some of the ship's sup- 
plies. 

The attackers then sent. the ship 
to the bottom with an explosive 
charge which they placed aboard 
it. — 

The next day the Zamzam's pas- 
sengers and crew were transferred 
to the German motorship Dresden 
which then began dodging warily 
through the British blockade and 
after a long and slow voyage land- 
ed the survivors at St. Jean de 
Luz, in German-oceupied France, 
May 20. 

Others “All Right.” 

Besides Laughinghouse and Vico- 
vari, who are beli¢ved to be aboard 
a hospital ship, and eight others 
at Bordeaux, all the Americans 
now are at Biarritz where they 
were reported by United States 
Consul-Henry S. Waterman to be 
“all right” except for two in a 
hospital for minor illnesses. The 
number of American passengers 
was revised today from 140 to 148. 

First German reports had been 
that all those aboard were safely 
removed before the ship was sunk. 
Today's report was the first giv- 
ing the date of the attack. 

Thus, the ship was eight days 
out of Recife, Brazil, en route to 
Capetown, Union of. South Africa, 
when the raider intercepted it.

0PM PRIORITY BIL 
SENT T0 WHITE HOUSE 


Permits Rationing of Civilian 
Use of Strategic 
Materials, 


WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP).— 
The Senate approved today and 
sent to the White House legisla- 
tion giving the Office of Produc- 
tion Management broad statutory 
authority to fix priorities in de- 
fense production and to ration 
civilian use of strategic materials. 

The action was taken on a voice 
vote approving the report of a con- 
ference committee, already accept- 
ed by the House. The committee 
had eliminated a House-approved 
provision setting up a priorities 
division. separate from the OPM 
and under the Army and Navy Mu- 
nitions Control Board. 

After approval on the voice vote, 
Senator Danaher (Rep.), Connecti- 
eut, forced reconsideration and the 
roll call vote was 35 to 25. 

The measure would give the 
OPM authority to place. British 
aid orders, a8 well as those for the 
army and navy, ahead of non-de- 
fense production.

ean. Previous German claims: 

Four cruisers, “several” destroy- 
ers and one submarine sent to the 
bottom by the Luftwaffe yesterday. 

One battleship and a number of 
smaller vessels hit. 

The high command’s regular 
communique, said bombers and 
stukas pounced repeatedly in “au- 
dacious” attacks, scoring hit after 
hit upon British battleships. 

It did not repeat the detailed 
claim in last night’s special an- 
nouncement.that four cruisers and 
several destroyers were sunk. < 

The submarine was added to the 
list of British losses by informed 


sources who said: it was hit by a 


heavy bomb as it tried to dive to 
cover. bt 

Today’s regular communique said 
simply that “the heaviest losses” 
were inflicted on the British fleet 
in the Eastern Mediterranean. 

Thus in three days of fighting, 
in the Mediterranean, the Ger- 
mans have reported sinking four 
cruisers and damaging five, dam- 
aging two battleships and sinking 
and damaging an unspecified num- 
ber of destroyers. 

These losses “weakened the fight- 
ing ability of Britain’s Mediter-

WAR. NYE SAYS 


Asserts Its Spokesmen Led 
European Countries . to 
Death — Lee Charges 
America Is Sleeping 
While Britain Cracks. 


WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP).— 
Foreign policy debate broke out 
anew in the Senate today, with 
Senator Lee (Dem.), Oklahoma, de- 
elaring that the United States “is 
sleeping while Britain’s life line is 
cracking” and Senator Aye (Rep.), 
North Dakota, asserting this ¢oun- 
try will become “the most hated 
and despised of all the nations” 
after the war. 

“It grows increasingly evident,” 
Nye asserted, “that men authorized 
and accepted as spokesmen Yor our 
Government have played ‘sic ‘em’ 
in Europe and helped to lead coun- 
tries to their death with, first, 
pfomises of help we didn’t have in 
our possession to give, and, second, 
with threats of United States en- 
mity toward them if they didn’t go 
to war.” 

In his address, Lee shouted that 
‘the Versailles treaty that ended 
the World War was “too lady-like” 
and that the big mistake was. fail- 
ure of Allied forces to invade Ger- 
many, “the spawning ground of 
war.” 


“Britain is asking our help, call- 

ing for it,” Lee added. “Has Amer- 
‘fica lost her soul, her spirit?” 
To Fight Against Repeal. 

Senate opponents of the admin- 
istrations’ foreign policy gave no- 
tice today that they would: make 
a vigorous last ditch fight agaist 
any effort to repeal the Neutrality 
Act. Nye declared: “The fight 
against the administration's lease- 
lend bill will look like a pretty 
tame affair compared with what 
will ensue after any effort to re- 
peal the Neutrality Act.

Secretary of War Stimson said 
yesterday that the act violated “our 
most sacred and important tradi- 
tion of foreign policy—freedom of 
the seas.” Secretary of the Navy 
Knox previously called the law a 
“terrible blunder.” Both said they 
were speaking as individuals. 


Wheeler's Comment. 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, like Nye a leading opponent 
of the aid-to-Britain program, as- 
serted that repeal of the act would 
mean sending American ships into 
war zones and that such a step 
would mean wear.

| JERUSALEM, May 23 (AP).—A 
French Colonel who crossed into 
Palestine from Syria to join Brit- 
ain’s forces in wrath over what he 
called “treachery and lying” by 
French mandate authorities, 
charged today that they had sup- 
plied French munitions to the 
Nazis for use in Iraq. 
The officer, a Col. Collet, 
brought an undisclosed number of 
French officers and men to the 
British side and besought his fel- 
low soldiers still in Syria to follow 
him under the flag which, he said, 
“will save us and preserve our 
country from the slavery that is 
planned for it.” 

(A French Colonel, Philibert 
Collet, then the French delegate 
to Hatay, the former Sanjak of 
Alexandretta, participated in the 
negotiations by which that terri- 
tory was ceded to Turkey in 1939.) 

Colenel’s Exhortation. 

Col. Collet, described as the 
French military commander and 
creator of the famed Circassian 
squadron, addressed this message 
to his compatriots in Syria: 

“French officers and soldiers of 
the Levant: 

“We all determined the: day aft- 
er the armistice to defend the Le- 
vant. Our chief proclaimed it 
many times, - 
“Gen. Dentz was charged him- 
self with defense on his arrival 
and convinced us of his decision. 

“Now, on May 12, although. they 
long tried to conceal it, German 
aircraft landed on our airdromes 
for fuel and to take on fresh mu- 
nitions. 

“On subsequent days French 
trains transported toward Tel 
Kotcheq arms from our stores 
which the Germans gave the Bag- 
dad Government in the struggle 
against Britain. 

Question of Honor. 
“Honor bids us do nothing 
against our former allies, as Pe- 
tain said on May 7. 

“I had not cared te be fooled 
any longer by those who cultivate 
treachery, lying to you, and also 
will refuse to allow that this coun- 
try, which is entrusted to your 
keeping, be handed over to the 
-real enemy, one who in France is 
soiling our homes and trying to 
crush our vitality. 

“Be sure that the way I have 
chosen under the free French flag 
will save us and enable us to save 
this country from slavery that is 
planned for it.”

WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP).— 
Chairman Emory 8S. Land of ‘the 
Maritime Commission advocated 
before the Senate Defense Investi- 
gating Committee today the use 
of United States forces to break 
up a strike of union machinists 
which had tied up work at 11 ship- 
building plants in the San Fran- 
cisco area. 

Testifying in the committee’s in- 
quiry into the strike, Land said 
he thought the Government ought 
to use any forces it has at hand 
to enforce its right to continue 
work on the ships, which he de- 
scribed as “the most dire need in 
the world today.” 

“I believe there is justification,” 
Land said, “for every possible step 
the Government can take up to 
and including the use of United 
States forces—be they city, state 
or national—to take off this picket 
line so that the people there can 
go to work.” 

On Merits of the Case. 

Land said the merits of the dis- 
pute between striking machinists 
and employers could be adjudi- 
cated after the men went back to 
work, 

He said the walxout of the ma- 
chinists, which he classified as an 
“outlaw” strike, was preventing 
other men who wanted to return 
‘to work from going on the job, 
adding: 

“I believe in majority rule and 
I don’t believe in letting the tail 
wag the dog. I don’t believe in 
permitting 500 men from one shop 
and 1200 men from another pre- 
vent 10 times that many men from 
working.” p 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
asked Land if it would not be de- 
sirable for the Government to take 
over and operate any defense fa- 
cilities where labor disputes halted 
production. Land expressed doubt 
the Government could operate 
most facilities efficiently. 

Connally’s View of It.

There was a denial, too, 
that nearly completed ships in the 
closed yards might be towed to 
naval yards for machine work. 

Gov. Culbert L. Olson, in a radio 
broadcast last night, said he hoped 
the machinists’ unions and the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation, oper- 
ator of two shipyards affected by 
the strike, would change their at- 
titudes to “stop this obstruction in 
our defense effort.”

BLOOD FOR TRANSFUSIONS 
SOUGHT BY ARMY AND NAVY 


Civilians Called on to Donate 200,- 
000 Half-Pints to. Be

The 
other is for a building at East 
Alton in which brass will be made 
for use in the small arms plant.

Preliminary estimates indicated 


that more than 37,500,000 wage- 
eafners are at work. 

This compares with the boom 
peak of 37,470,000 in September, 
1929. The increase is due in part 
to work in defense industries. The 
depression low was 26,381,000 in 
March, 1933. 

The estimate of current employ- 
ment does not include army and 
navy personnel, workers on WPA 
and National Youth projects, or 
men in the Civilian Conservation 
Corps. 

Some estimates have put the 
total of unemployed at the peak 
of activity in 1918 at 500,000. This 
contrasts with current unemploy- 
ment estimates of 6,100,000 to 9,- 
000,000. However, since 1915 the 
number of persons capable of gain- 


ful work has increased by 15,000,- 


Experts on employment opportu- 
nities say that in addition to the 
millions still unemployed, 3,000,000 
youngsters leaving school this 
spring will be out looking for jobs.

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DEFENSE BOND DRIVE 
BOOSTED WITH MOVIES 


-Comedy-Sales Talk Film Go- 
ing to 15,000 Theaters —

WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP).— 
The Treasury's defense savings 
bond campaign was promoted to- 
day with a comedy-sales talk film 
on the screens of 15,000 motion 
picture theaters throughout the 
country. 

Officials also disclosed plans for 
a one-hour radio program and 
other new broadcast stunts. 

Since the campaign started May 
i, the only systematic promotion 
of the bond and stamp sales had 
been through one-minute radio 
announcements and placards. 

Sales in the first 17 days totaled 
more than $250,000,000 and were 
pronounced “extremely satisfac- 
tory” by Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau, in answer to a state- 
ment by Representative Crawford 
(Rep.), Michigan, that the program 
was failing. 

The movie released today was 
the first of 10 which have been 
completed at the expense of the 
motion picture industry and do- 
nated to the Treasury. Each film 
will be attached to a news reel, 
with five major news reel compa- 
nies distributing the same mate- 
rial to theaters usually attended 
by 80,000,000 persons a week. 

The first one was made by Ab- 
bott and Costello. Others to foi- 
low were made by Jack Benny, 
Carolyn Lee, Jane Withers and 
other film stars. 

The big radio program will oc- 
cupy the time to be vacated dur- 
ing his summer vacation by Fred 
Allen. An oil company which 
sponsors him will pay for it. 

For a series starting the first 
Wednesday in July and continuing 
for 13 weeks, the Treasury is lin- 
ing up a well-known dance band 
and master of ceremonies, and 
many entertainment celebrities who 
will do their specialties and then 
urge purchase of bonds.

“France freely is choosing the 
road she is taking. 

“On her depends her present and 
her future, 

“She will have the peace which 
she makes herself. 

“She will have the place in the 
organization of Europe which she 
will have made for herself. 

“Remember—some seem to have 
forgotten—that France has suf- 
fered the gravest defeat in her his- 
tory, that three-fifths of her conti- 
nental territory has been occupied, 
that we have a million and a half 
prisoners. 

“This defeat was due to our past 
errors. From 1919 to 1939 our gov- 
ernments and our legislative as- 
semblies stored up errors and let 
themselves be led to defend inter- 
ests which were not our own to 
the detriment_of our own.

F it weren't for the Royal Canadian Navy, it might be a simple 

matter for‘ one of Adolf Hitler’s pocket battleships to blaze away 

at Newfoundland and Halifax and then proceed leisurely up the 
Gulf of Lawrence, loosing broadsides as it went. If the British Navy 
were to siccumb, the situation would be far more desperate, a fact 
which has been gravely considered by the United States-Canada Joint 
Defense Commission. Thus the two nations on either side of the 
border have powerful reasons for arguing that Canada’s navy be de- 
veloped with all possible speed.- A good start has been made.

The navy’s greatest problem, 
however, is the training of ade- 
quate personnel.

KUNMING, Southwest China, 

. (By Clipper). 
HE Chinese scheme for a rail- 
way from Burma to China, 
more or less paralleling the 

Burma road, has been called by 
some an idle dream. It is no idle 
dream to the Chinese. For two 
years, in the face of crushing dis- 
couragements and a serious ‘short- 
age of materials, they have been 


ect. Recently, they were given new: 
hope when the British government 
announced its decision to begin 
construction immediately on the 
short Burma link between Lashio 
and the Chinese border. 

The Chinese have long since com- 
pleted surveys for their end of the 
railway and have laid down much 
of the roadbed for a distance of 
200 miles west. from Kunming. Al- 
ready a few miles of track have 
been put down from Kunming in 


pected that by the end of the year 
at least 50 miles of the railway will 
be completed. 

Traveling along the Burma road, 
which runs side by side with the’ 
projected railway for nearly half 
ite length, I noted th&t on the 
Kunming end work was so. far 
along that tunnels and bridges 
were being completed. Bridges 
which would be made ordinarily 
of ‘steel are being constructed of 
rock and timber, of which there 
is plenty, 


When the British decision was 
announced, Chinese workmen were 
dispatched immediately to the Bur- 
ma frontier to begin construction 
of the China section from that end. 
With great speed they are cutting 
their way through the gorge of 
the Nan Kuan River, which offers 
a fine and straight corridor from 
the Burma lowlands to the crest 
of the Yunnan plateau. — 


The railway, when and. if com- 
pleted, will be more than 700 miles 
long, including the 100-mile Bur- 
ma. section from Lashio to the 
border at.

Advantage Over Road.

The railway could, 
of course, handle many times the 
volume of traffic of the Burma 
road. p 

The Chinese anticipate that most 
of the rails and rolling stock for 
‘their meter-gauge line will -come 
from the United States. They are 
already negotiating with Ameri- 
can interests for quantities of sec- 
ondhand rails torn up from aban- 
doned American railways. The 
importance of the railway as a 
wartime supply route would be 
obvious. With, the closure of the 
French railway through Indo-Chi- 
na it would be the only railway 
channel into China.

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A PROPER ELECTION LAW CHANGE. 

The Missouri statute regulating the marking of a 
primary ballot differs from the statute for the mark- 
ing of a general election ballot in one important 
particular. The primary ballot method requires the 
voter to scratch the names of those he does not want 
to vote for. The general election ballot calis for an 
X in the square at the left of the name of the can- 
didate whom the voter wishes to support. 

Under the bill now advanced toward passage in the 
Missouri House, this difference would be removed by 
making the primary method consistent with the gen- 
eral election method. The change would eliminate 
confusion of the two methods and the invalidation 
of some ballots. It’s a good idea. 
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HONORARY DEGREES FROM CHICAGO 

St. Louis can’t help taking to itself a little of the 
honor that goes with the selection of Dr. Evarts Gra- 
ham and Dr. Edward Doisy, representatives of its 
two great medical schools, for honorary degrees at 
the fiftieth anniversary convocation of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. 

Such diplomas have always been relatively rare 
at Chicago. This university has avoided the indis- 
criminate recognition of big names. It has, in fact, 
conferred degrees only where peculiar merit seemed 
to demand this form of recognition. 

There has been no departure from these stand- 
ards in the golden jubilee list. Any newspaper 
reader could, in less than five minutes, think of 32 
names with a much higher “publicity value,” but 
he would be hard put, indeed, to keep his list as 
clear of stuffed shirts. : 

This in itself commands a tribute to the university 
which, in only 50 years, has risen to the eminence 
of one of the world’s greatest educational institutions. 

Under the leadership of such distinguished teach- 
ers as Harper and Hutchins, Chicago has been truly 
an institution of higher learning. Its emphasis has 
been largely on research. It has become a -school- 
man’s school, 

But let no man infer that its towerag might better 
have been built of ivory than of hard granite. A 
-list of its Nobel Prize faculty members, especially in 
the physical sciences, is proof positive of its tre- 
mendous practical contributions to modern life. —

Municipal Contracts Show Price 
Rise of 3 Cents a Gallon. 

Quarterly contracts awarded yes- 
terday for supplying milk to city 
institutions reflected an average 
advance of about three cents a gal- 
lon over milk costs three months 
ago.

This does not mean, of course, 
that Harry L. Hopkins is to be 
superseded as the most influen- 
tial member of the Président’s en- 
tourage.

The New 
Dealers no longer have an easy 
access to the White House where 
the President is preoccupied with 
foreign policy and defense prob- 
lems. Except for one or two per- 
sons, such as Secretary of the In- 
terior Harold L. Ickes, few of the 
New Deal leaders have given any 
evidence of their old-time fervid- 
ness in behalf of the President’s 
policies. 


Thomas G. Corcoran, who was the 
dynamo of the New Dealers, is 
practicing law, and although a de- 
termined effort was made by his 
friends.a few months ago to land 
him an important job at the Navy 
Department, there is every reason 
now to believe that he intends to 
remain in private life for some 
time. In short, even the most ar- 
dent New Dealers see little chance 
of their return to favor. 

Whether or not one approved 
the policies and methods of the 
New Deal group, it did give the 
Government an extra drive that 
was important in getting things 
done. And it may well be that the 
new staff which the President is 
gathering around him will some 
day assume an importance within 
the Government comparable to 
that once achieved by such White 
House favorites- as Corcoran and 
Benjamin V. Cohen and their fol- 
lowers.

OF AUTOMOBILES, DIES AT 75 


LONDON, May 23 (AP).—Lord 
Austin, manufacturer of the Austin 
automobile, died today at his home 
near Bromsgrove. 

Herbert Austin served hig en- 
gineering apprenticeship in Aus- 
tralia after being. educated at 
Brampton College and returned to 
England in 1890. He began manu- 
facturing his own cars in 1905, His 
plant at Birmingham became the 
home of one of Britain’s most 
widely-used automobiles, both the 
large Austin and the 
Austin. 

In 1936 he was created First 


Baron Austin of Longbridge. He 
‘was 75 years old, 


He is survived by two daughters 
but there is no heir to his title. 

Lord Austin was a rival of Lord 
Nuffield both in the field of auto- 
mobile manufacture and in bene- 
factions.

This character 
is of the type often inscribed on 
the bronzes found in the royal 
tomb at Anyang, the capitol of the 
Shang Dynasty. This fact and the 
general style of the piece are re- 
sponsible for its probable attribu- 
tion to the Shang Dynasty, to 
which the dates 1766 to 1122 B. C. 
are ascribed. 

The bronze was bought from the 
Loo Galleries for $18,000.

operations in great force directed 
toward Syria. They have already 
attempted this, with very little suc- 
cess. 

Taking the long view of the Nazi 
proceedings in the Middle East, 
one is compelled to ask why they 
are fighting there at all. Certain- 
ly there remained no menace to 
their rear, once the last British 
foothold on the continent was 
broken, Greece and Yugoslavia 
conquered, and the Italian army in 
Albania rescued from its sorry 
plight. They were free to concen-. 
trate on Britain, the decisive area 
of the war. 

Two other considerations, how- 
ever, remain. There is the army 
in North Africa, which would prob- 
ably be destroyed in due time were 
Gen. Archibald P. Wavell. free to 
concentrate his efforts qn it; if 
this were to happen the results 
might be widespread, in French 
North Africa in particular, and 
important British forces might be 
released for operations elsewhere. 
The result of a German withdraw- 
al from North Africa might be 
scarcely less serious. — 

Beyond this, however, is the 
question of oil. There have been 
recent suggestions in the press 
that the German oil situation is 
becoming precarious. This seems 
dué partly to persistent (and in- 


ings of oil conversion plants, refin- 
eries, and storage tanks; partly to 
interruption of barge traffic on the 
Danube due to the Yugoslav cam- 
paign, to Yugoslav destruction of 
barges and to continued guerrilla 
eperations in that area; partly to 
unsettled conditions in Rumania, 
earthquake injuries to Rumanian 
refineries, bad condition of East 
European railways and shortage of 
tanker rolling stock; partly to the 
wholly destitute condition of Italy 
with regard to oil, a condition 
which cannot be relieved while 
Italy remains in the grip of the 
British sea-blockade. 

It may very well be, therefore, 


to obtain free access to Middle 
Eastern oil. For this purpose it 
would be necessary to drive the 
British fleet out of the Eastern 
Mediterranean, which could be 
done only by rendering its bases 
untenable, or capturing them. The 
Germans might gain actual posses- 
sion of the Iraq fields but they 
could ndt use the oil unless they 
could use the pipelines to the Le- 
vant coast, and were able to ope- 
rate tankers from the pipeline ter- 
mini to ports accessible to the Ger- 
man railway net: Salonika or 
Trieste, for example. 


Cyprus May Be Next. 

With such an ambitious program, 
the steps so far taken are perfectly 
consistent: the diplomatic pressure 
on Turkey, the inspired uprising 
in Irag, the pressure on Moscow 
to recognize the new Iraqi govern- 
ment, the pressure on Vichy to 
allow German use of the Syrian 
airdromes, the continued activities 
on the Egyptian frontier, the last- 
ditch stand of the Italians at Amba 
Alagi, and meanwhile the syste- 
matic occupation of the Aegean 
islands, the attempt to infiltrate.

Notwithstanding the induce- 
ments offered bw Nazi propagan- 
da agencies, the Argentine coun- 
try press is responding magnifi- 
cently in defense of the Argentine 
way of. life. Of the 500 country 
newspapers in Argentina, about 50 
are using Transocean, C. P. S. or 
Euramerica. 

Champion of Argentine, demo- 
cratic and Pan-American interests 
is the Saporiti Agency, an Argen- 
tine news service. Leandro Sapo- 
riti, grandson of [Italian immi- 
grants, has headed Saporiti Agen- 
cy for the last 20 of its 41 years. 
Almost alone, he is carrying the 
bali for the democracies. 

Serving 350 newspapers in Ay 
gentina and Uruguay, Saporiti, by 
cajoling, pep talks and liberal use 
of his knowledge of Argentine 
politics, keeps his string of news- 
papers supplied with the news. If 
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the newspaper can't pay, it gets 
the news anyway.

On Monday, as the sun reached 
its zenith, a regiment of South Af- 
rican pipers awakened the moun- 
tain echoes with the wild skirl of 
bagpipes. 

As if at the signal, the 4500 re- 
maining Italians started marching 
down the mountainside. They kept 
in military order behind Gen. ages 
rina Vizetti, a glittering figure in 
all the finery of his rank. 

The pipers gave forth with “Cock 
of the North” and “Highland Lad- 
die” as the head of the line reached 
the honor guard of South Africans, 
English midlanders and Indians. 

The guard presented arms with 
a flourish. 


Allowed to Carry Arms. 


As a tribute to Italian bravery, 
each surrendering man was allowed 
to carry his weapons—the first 
time this has occurred in the 
Ethiopian campaign. Some-~ even 
clutched machine guns, They made 
no hostile move, though they out- 
numbered the British guard five 
to one. 


In the ranks were Italians who 
had fought the South Africans on 
the blazing plains of Somaliland, 
who had checked them for a time 
at Cheren. There were aviators 
who long since had lost their last) 
plane, sailors who had escaped 
from Massaya, Alpini in felt hats 
and swinging Alpine stocks, and 
Bersaglieri with fluttering cock 
feathers incongruous on their steel 
helmets. 

There were officers immaculate- 
ly uniformed even to spotless suede 
gloves. 

And there were bearded veterans, 
almost in rags, limping painfully 
at the rear with the aid of sticks 
while they led regimental] pet dogs. 

As the passing ranks saluted the 
British, they ceased the attempt to 
maintain military formation and 
straggied in little groups on to 
captivity. They carried overcooats, 
blankets, cooking pots and -what- 
ever else they had been able to 
salvage. 

Many gathered around. a British 
field kitchen for hot coffee. Oth- 
ers_stopped to bathe blistered feet

Out on Feet 


N.B.A. Light-Heavyweight 
Crown Changes Hands 
—Winner Takes Eight 
Rounds in Bout Without 
a Knockdown.

NEW YORK, May 23 (AP).— 
Gus Lesnevich had half a hold on 
half a title today, obtained by a 
half-hearted victory before half a 
house last night at Madison Square 
Garden. | 

The sturdy Cliffside (N. J.) fight- 
er outpointed Anton Christoforidis 
of Greece, recognized by the N. B. 
A. as light-heavyweight champion, 
in a battle of scrambled titles—and 
now needs only two items to make 
him undisputed king. 

One is the admission of the N. B. 
A. that the fight was a legitimate 
title affair, a question brought up 
by the fact it was held outside 
N. B. A. territory, and the other 
is a victory this summer over Jim- 
my Webb. Should he defeat Webb 
he would be recognized as cham- 
pion by the New York commission. 

Lesnevich had an edge over the 

danciug, left-hooking Greek from 
the start, but at times the margin 
‘was as slim as the crowd, which 
rattled around in the garden like 
birdshot in a tin can. Attendance 
was estimated at 4000 with receipts 
around $12,000. 
_ The Associated Press scorecard 
gave Lesnevich eight rounds, 
Christoforidis five, with two even, 
‘but if there had been any doubt 
it was obliterated in the fifteenth 
and final round when Lesnevich 
had the willing but wanting Greek 
out on his feet with a vicious bar- 
rage of blows. ‘ 

He couldn’t floor him—and neith- 
er did he floor him the half-dozen 
times earlier that he had him in a 
bad way through stout rights to the 
head. On such occasions Lesnevich 
abruptly went into neutral, failing 
to follow up his advantage and let- 
ting the cobwebs clear from his 
opponent's head. 

Lesnevich weighed 175, Christo- 
foridis 166. 

The fight provided another of 
those stunning upsets so far as the 
betting odds were concerned. Chris- 
toforidis had been installed an 
early favorite and went into the 
ring as the choice :t 1 to 4,

Elastic Breathing

S a health and a figure trainer 

there is nothing to touch elas- 

tic breathing. We breathe, it 
is estimated, about 16 times to a 
minute, so if we can train our- 
selves to breathe correctly we are 
able to build beauty at the same 
rate. Correct breathing is a way 
of opening your mind and lungs to 
the great life force—beauty of skin 
and eyes and hair and posture are 
all dependent upon it. So again I 
stress the importance of all breath- 
ing exercises included in this saci- 
entific system. Get into your prac- 
tice suit and take— 

Position: Lie flat on the floor, 
legs together, heels extended, arms 
at sides of body, palms on floor. 

Exercise: Inhale deeply, raise 
hands high and slowly lower them 
to floor overhead. Then exhale 
and slowly raise hands again and 
drop them to the sides of the body. 
Repeat at least 10 times. Your 
abdomen is held in and up, your 
knees and elbows straight. 

Now for the rib-cage exercise. 
Remember it? Stand in good pos- 
ture, hands cupping lower ribs. 
Inhale slowly through .the nose, 
expanding the ribs and drawing 
the abdomen in and up. Then ex- 
hale through the lips, still holding 
the abdomen in, and forcing the 


ribs to collapse as an umbrella does. 
Repeat five times. 

You will find that there are cer--: 
tain exercises you like more than 
others, and here is one that should 
be a favorite. 


Position: Stand in good position, 
hands on hips, feet about three 
inches apart. 

Exercise: Raise the right knee 
to hip level and at the same mo- 
ment swing the body forward un- 
til the chest meets knees. Keep the 
other leg straight, shoulders and 
head back, abdomen in, Then swing 
body back to erect position as 
you, lower leg. Repeat with left 
leg and advance around the room 
as you exercise. This is called the 
mountain climber—it is wonderfully 
exhilarating at the end of an ar- 
duous day!

I had a patient once who was an 
example of this in a butcher boy 
who drove a delivery wagon, and 
used to delight in showing off by 
jumping down from the seat under 
the shaft and then swinging with 
his other leg to the ground. The 
jolts caused hemorrhage into the 
joints, which gave him a great deal 
of permanent disability. If he had 
only known the nature of the dis- 
ease which he had, he could have 
prevented himself from a lifelong 
crippling. 

Thus we see from considéeration 
of these cases that arthritis is not 
a simple thing, and dogmatic pro- 
nouncements on how to treat it 
are likely to be dangerous. 


Questions and Answers, 

I. K.:—“My baby is four months 
old and her eyes seem to be 
crossed, Do you think her eyes 
will be all right or is there some- 
thing that can be done about 
them?” 

Answer—Her eyes will not get 
all right unless some is done 
about it. A great many children 
have been allowed to go on to a 
serious state of crossed-eyes by 
neglect at this time. I would ad- 
vise you to consult an oculist right 
away.
